"rpHE figures given out by the Department of Commerce con- 


JL cerningNew York City will startle many Sons and Daugh- 


ters of the Revolution," says The New York Telegraph. That 
4,294,629 residents out of 5,620.000 are foreign-born seems in- 
credible. Considering that there are a large number of small 
children who are still essentially a part of the 4,000.000, where 
are the natives of several generations? 
No wonder New York 


looks "different," "un-American," or "fascinating" to the in- 
vader from Kentucky or Kansas. Its 690,000 Germans, 803,000 
Italians, 161,000 Poles, 221,000 Russians, and 946,000 
Jews 


(taking the classification of mother tongue as a basis for di- 
vision) ar° bound to make a place of cosmopolitan habits and 
vivid pictorial contrasts. 


"But the fact is that while New York has gained almost 


550,000 foreign-born in the last ten years, she is more "Ameri- 
can" than she was in 1910. The native element has risen from 
a little over 21 per cent, to a little over 23 per cent, of the popu- 
lation. 
Nor have the racial changes—the increase of Italians, 


Slavs, and to a lesser extent of Jews, and the decrease of Ger- 
man and British elements—been as far-reaching as might be 
supposed. 


"The thing that seems important now is the persistence of 


the condition New York represents, and not its novelty. New 
York is, after all, merely the biggest and most extreme among a 
group of American cities, a group which is probably a majority. 
]n hundreds of municipalities the foreign-born are present in 


• dominating numbers and considerable variety. 
And they have 


given a definite character to the life of American cities. 


The average foreigner may be quite as intelligent as the 


average native, but as a stranger he is unsettled, tentative, and 
more susceptible than older residents to persuasion of various 
sorts. He is likely to assist in the election of the more radical 
type of politician, to permit abuses a better-informed citizen 
could check, to tolerate at times the political buffoon or even 
the political rascal.
